But when in thoſe worthy Families where I have the Honour to teach, who preferr d this Style 
to any other, and in other Places, this Piece had been perform'd before many Perſons, who 
are excellent Judges both of Words and Sounds, and ſeveral Copies of it had been defir d, I 
was then induced to print it, as the cheapeſt Way of obliging my Friends, not without Hopes 


that it might prove acceptable | to other Lovers of divine Harmony. 
Town it to be in Imitation of that admirable Piece of Muſick compos'd by Mr. Galliard, 


for that noble Hymn in the Fifth Book of Mi.Ton's Paradi/e Loſt. But this confeſs d Imita- 
tion does not make my Work really either better or worſe. As it is made publick, it muſt 
chiefly depend upon its own Merit.
